To  the:  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cuckfield  Urban  District  Council. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 970. 

There  was  a marked  fall  in  the  corrected  birth  rate  and  although  the  death 
rate  was  also  reduced  the  effect  was  not  reciprocal  with  the  result  that  the 
natural  increase  in  population  for  the  year  (5)  was  20  less  than  that  recorded 
in  1969. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  attributable  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
(2.46%)  showed  a significant  fall  for  the  third  year  in  succession.  Six  deaths 
were  recorded  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age  and,  of  these,  two  occurred 
during  the  first  week  of  life.  The  still  birth  rate  was  9.01  giving  a perinatal 
mortality  rate  of  15.02  for  the  Urban  District.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate 
for  the  Mid-Sussex  area  as  a whole  being  1 6.79. 

Expressed  as  a percentage  of  total  live  births  the  illegitimacy  rate  was 
4.85.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  was  nil. 

IMMUNISATION 

Owing  to  the  computerization  of  immunisation  records  during  the  year 
by  the  County  Health  Department,  no  figures  are  available  for  1970. 

Influenza — Immunisation  of  Staff 

In  November  multivalent  vaccine  was  given  to  ninety-one  members  of 
the  staff. 

Rubella  (German  Measles)  Vaccine  Trial 

During  the  year  I was  informed  by  Dr.  J.  A.  G.  Watson,  Principal  School 
Medical  Officer,  that  early  in  1970  his  Department  had  co-operated  with  the 
Great  Ormond  Street  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  in  a scheme  for  Rubella 
vaccination  of  12  to  14  year  old  girls  in  the  Haywards  Heath  area.  It  would 
appear  that  all  the  94  susceptible  girls  who  were  vaccinated  had  developed 
a satisfactory  antibody  response.  As  a result  of  this  clinical  trial  the  County 
have  decided  to  make  the  vaccine  freely  available  to  all  girls  between  their 
11th  and  13th  birthdays.  At  present  priority  is  given  to  girls  in  their  third 
year  of  secondary  education. 

INTERNATIONAL  CERTIFICATES  OF  VACCINATION  AGAINST 
SMALLPOX  AND  CHOLERA 

During  the  year  2,521  certificates  were  authenticated  by  the  Health 
Department. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Forty-four  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  and, 
of  the  total  notifications  received,  22  were  attributed  to  measles  and  8 to 
infective  jaundice.  There  were  6 cases  of  food  poisoning,  one  case  of 
typhoid  fever  and  one  case  of  meningococcal  meningitis. 

Food  Poisoning : 

(1)  Salmonella  Stanley 

On  the  1st  September  I was  informed  by  a House  Physician  at  the  Royal 
Alexandra  Hospital  for  Sick  Children  that  a child  of  six,  normally  resident 
in  the  Urban  District,  was  being  discharged  from  the  hospital  whilst  still  a 
convalescent  carrier  of  a Salmonella  organism.  It  would  appear  that,  in 
view  of  the  father's  occupation  as  a Butcher  specimens  had  already  been 
submitted  to  the  hospital  laboratory  at  the  instigation  of  the  medical  staff 
and,  at  the  time  of  the  boy's  discharge  from  hospital,  these  were  all  negative. 

Further  specimens  from  the  father  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  on  the  child's  return  home  and  on  the  30th  September  I was 
informed  that  a Salmonella  had  been  isolated.  The  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  visited  the  shop  immediately  and  informed  the  Butcher  that  his 
activities  must  be  restricted  to  the  office  and  that  on  no  account  should  he 
work  in  the  shop.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  screening  of  three  other 
members  of  the  family  together  with  the  shop  assistant.  All  were  subse- 
quently proved  negative  as  a result  of  laboratory  examination.  In  due 
course,  following  a series  of  negative  specimens  from  the  Butcher,  he  was 
allowed  to  resume  normal  duties  at  the  shop.  However,  whilst  the  son 
remained  a convalescent  carrier  regular  screening  was  continued  for  several 
months  until  three  consecutive  negative  specimens  had  been  obtained. 

(2)  Salmonella  typhimurium 

On  1 4th  October  I was  informed  by  the  Director  of  the  Cuckfield  Hospital 
Laboratory  that  a woman  of  59,  who  had  been  admitted  to  hospital  on  the 
9th  October,  1970  with  gastro-enteritis  due  to  infection  with  Salmonella 
typhimurium,  had  died  on  the  1 3th  October,  1 970  from  broncho-pneumonia. 
On  learning  that  the  patient  had  been  employed  on  the  kitchen  staff  of  a 
local  primary  school,  the  school  was  visited  and  arrangements  made  for  the 
screening  of  all  kitchen  and  dining-hall  staff.  In  due  course  two  successive 
negative  stool  specimens  were  obtained  from  each  of  the  above  but  further 
enquiries  in  connection  with  the  deceased  did  not  reveal  the  source  of  the 
infection.  It  is  believed  that  the  latter  had  been  in  a poor  state  of  health 
for  some  years  following  a somewhat  unsuccessful  operation  for  a duodenal 
ulcer  and  may  have  succumbed  to  an  infection  which,  in  the  normal  healthy 
person,  might  have  produced  little  or  no  symptoms. 

(3)  Salmonella  wien  and  Salmonella  typhimurium 

On  the  29th  September  I was  informed  by  a neighbouring  M.O.H.  that 
Salmonella  wien  had  been  isolated  from  a patient  in  Crawley  Hospital  who 
is  normally  resident  in  the  Cuckfield  Rural  District.  It  would  appear  that 
the  patient,  who  is  a young  married  woman,  had  been  admitted  to  hospital 
with  a history  of  vomiting  and  diarrhoea  of  two  days'  duration. 

On  further  enquiry  by  the  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  (C.R.D.C.) 
at  the  patient's  home,  it  was  learned  that  the  patient's  husband  and  parents- 
in-law  were  involved  in  the  administration  and  daily  routine  of  a large 
village  bakery  with  a branch  in  the  Urban  District.  Immediate  family  con- 
tacts of  the  case  were  excluded  from  food  handling  pending  bacteriological 
screening  of  stool  specimens  and  arrangements  were  also  made  for  the 
submission  of  specimens  from  all  employees  at  the  village  bakery.  In  due 
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course  the  Laboratory  reported  that  Salmonella  typhimurium  had  been  isolated 
from  the  patient's  husband  and  father-in-law.  Treatment  was  arranged  by 
the  family  doctor  and  regular  bacteriological  surveillance  of  the  staff  was 
maintained  by  the  Health  Department  until  three  consecutive  negative  speci- 
mens had  been  obtained  from  both  carriers. 


Typhoid  Fever 

In  December  a case  of  typhoid  occurred  on  a medical  ward  in  a local 
hospital.  The  patient,  a young  business  man,  had  almost  certainly  acquired 
the  infection  as  a result  of  consuming  a shellfish  meal  at  a waterfront  restaur- 
ant in  the  Mediterranean  area. 

Following  the  establishment  of  a firm  diagnosis  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  screening  of  all  staff  who  had  been  in  contact  with  the  case 
but,  as  the  patient  had  been  barrier  nursed  since  admission,  it  was  not 
considered  necessary  to  place  any  restriction  on  new  admissions  to  the  ward 
pending  the  result  of  laboratory  investigations.  The  patient  was  transferred 
to  Foredown  Isolation  Hospital  where,  after  some  weeks,  he  made  a complete 
recovery. 

This  episode  only  serves  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  travellers 
obtaining  protection  against  typhoid  by  immunisation  before  venturing 
abroad  including  visits  to  Continental  Europe. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  POOLS 

There  is  only  one  public  swimming  pool  in  the  Urban  District.  It  is 
privately  owned.  Mains  water  is  used  for  filling  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season  and  is  changed  from  time  to  time  during  the  summer  months.  The 
water  at  the  pool  is  treated  by  pressure  filters,  aeration  and  chlorination. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  two  Private  Schools,  six  County  Schools 
and  a private  housing  estate  with  open-air  swimming  pools.  There  is 
also  an  indoor  swimming  pool  at  one  of  the  local  hospitals.  All  were 
supervised  throughout  the  bathing  season. 

A regular  check  was  also  carried  out  on  the  level  of  chlorination  at  the 
two  children's  paddling  pools  in  the  Urban  District. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

(i)  The  water  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the 
Mid-Sussex  Water  Company  and  is  sampled  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Public 
Health  Department.  The  water  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(ii)  The  Company  carried  out  monthly  bacteriological  examination 
of  the  treated  water.  The  water  was  chlorinated  after  filtration. 

(iii)  The  supply  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

(iv)  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  supply  being  contaminated. 

(v)  Every  house  in  the  district  is  provided  with  a piped  supply  direct 
to  the  house. 

HOUSING 

Mr.  C.  A.  C.  Ford,  Housing  Manager,  has  kindly  furnished  the  following 
report  on  the  Council's  housing  activities  for  the  year. 


Applications  for  Accommodation 

The  number  of  housing  applications  received  during  1970  showed  a 
marked  decrease  on  the  previous  year's  demands  which  were  the  highest  for 
five  years,  the  total  number  outstanding  at  the  31st  December,  1970  being 
296. 
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By  far  the  greatest  need  is  for  the  smaller  type  of  accommodation, 
that  is,  one  and  two  bedroomed  units  as  applications  are  received  principally 
from  elderly  persons  and  young  couples;  in  the  latter  instance  from  a 
considerable  number  of  young  people  contemplating  marriage.  In  meeting 
the  demands  of  young  couples  the  Council's  policy  has  always  been  to 
have  regard  for  family  growth  so  that  three  bedroomed  accommodation 
is  offered  where  there  is  at  present  only  one  child.  By  building  smaller 
units  of  accommodation  for  the  elderly  tenants  of  the  Council  whose  children 
have  now  left  home,  many  three  bedroomed  houses,  at  present  under- 
occupied, are  retrieved  again  for  use  by  couples  with  young  families.

Properties  under  Control 

At  the  time  of  preparation  of  this  report  close  on  1,300  properties  were 
contained  in  the  Council's  pool  of  rented  accommodation  and  this  included 
two  new  schemes  of  sheltered  accommodation  for  the  elderly,  which  had 
become  available  for  letting  during  the  year,  the  most  recent  being  at  May- 
flower Court,  New  England  Road,  Haywards  Heath,  where  27  bed-sitting 
and  one  bedroomed  flats.  Warden's  accommodation,  a guest  room,  laundry 
and  lounge  are  available  at  reasonable  rents  covering  the  services  of  central 
heating  and  hot  water. 

With  the  completion  of  a further  scheme  of  one  bedroomed  units  for  the 
elderly  at  Glebe  Road,  Cuckfield,  all  three  community  areas  within  the 
Urban  District  will  have  sheltered  accommodation  for  the  elderly  which  means 
that  the  older  residents  awaiting  rehousing  will  have  a much  better  oppor- 
tunity to  be  placed  in  the  area  of  their  choice  so  as  to  retain  the  advantages 
of  having  close  at  hand  old  associations,  families  and  friends. 


Future  Building 

The  Council's  present  intentions  are  to  continue  a policy  of  providing 
accommodation  for  the  varying  types  of  demand  and  the  next  scheme  to  be 
developed  is  68  houses  of  3 and  4 bedroomed  type  adjacent  to  the  main 
housing  estates  in  the  America  Lane  area.  Other  sites  are  in  mind  for  elderly 
persons  dwellings  again  in  Lindfield  and  at  Cuckfield. 

A more  generous  policy  is  once  again  available  to  the  Council  to  assist 
with  house  purchases  and  the  numbers  of  applicants  for  housing  advances 
is  increasing  fast.  House  ownership  is  also  possible  still,  on  a limited  scale 
each  year,  to  the  tenants  of  rented  Council  houses  who  have  been  in  occupa- 
tion for  not  less  than  five  years  and  whose  financial  circumstances  are 
sufficient  to  meet  the  mortgage  requirement. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  1948 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951 

Section  47 

This  Section  provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  from  their  homes  of 
elderly,  infirm  or  incapacitated  persons,  who  are  not  receiving  proper  care 
and  attention.  Such  persons  are  often  living  on  their  own  under  poor  and 
insanitary  conditions  and  although  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  formal 
action  under  this  Section,  several  cases  were  investigated  during  the  year.

During  the  period  January  to  December,  1970,  a total  of  8,254  meals 
was  provided.  Since  the  inception  of  this  service  in  December,  1961,  a 
total  of  41,514  meals  has  been  provided.

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

Of  the  twenty  complaints  of  excessive  noise  received  during  the  year, 
one  was  from  industrial  premises  or  equipment,  twelve  from  commercial 
and  seven  from  domestic  premises.

During  the  year  9 samples  were  submitted  for  biological  test  and  all 
were  free  from  tubercle  bacilli  and  Brucella  organisms.  These  milk  samples 
were  also  screened  for  penicillin  content  and  reported  by  the  laboratory 
to  be  satisfactory.

Smoke 

All  but  three  complaints  received  in  the  office  concerning  smoke  nuis- 
ances were  in  respect  of  bonfires  lit  by  neighbours.  The  opportunity  was 
taken  to  point  out  to  offenders  that  whilst  it  is  not  an  offence  to  light  a bonfire 
this  should  not  be  a nuisance  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  area  when  it  becomes 
a contravention  of  the  Clean  Air  Acts.  Two  complaints  referred  to  builders' 
refuse  and  a similar  course  was  taken.  The  remaining  one  which  was  not 
substantiated  at  the  time  concerned  the  car  breaker's  yard. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  MEASUREMENT 

At  the  site  in  Queens  Road,  Haywards  Heath,  an  eight-port  instrument 
continued  the  automatic  sampling  of  the  air  to  determine  the  levels  of  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  district.  This  forms  part  of  a national  survey 
being  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry. 

The  population  of  the  district  is  ever  increasing  and,  since  1962  when 
atmospheric  pollution  records  were  first  started,  has  increased  by  approxi- 
mately 20%.  The  atmospheric  pollution  by  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide, 
however,  has  again  declined  during  the  year  and  only  in  the  month  of  May 
showed  a slight  increase  on  1969.

Readings  were  not  taken  of  pollution  by  motor  vehicles  but  it  is  apparent 
to  everyone  that  this  has  increased  as,  no  doubt,  it  has  in  every  town  and, 
whilst  no  one  has  proved  this  to  be  prejudicial  to  health,  there  is  no  doubt 
this  type  of  environmental  pollution  is  a greater  nuisance  to  the  public  at 
the  present  time.

Of  the  four  pig  keepers  in  this  area,  three  use  swill — one  collects  from  the 
public  and  two  use  the  products  of  their  own  institutions  only.

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CONTRAVENTIONS  FOUND  AND  REMEDIED  DURING  1970 
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DISINFESTATIONS 


The  public  seek  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Department  in  dealing  with 
infestations  of  all  kinds  and,  where  possible,  this  is  given.  Wasps  are  dealt 
with  either  by  insecticidal  liquid  or  powder  and,  when  practicable,  the  nests 
are  removed.  The  operator  is  allowed  to  use  his  discretion  as  to  whether 
or  not  he  can  safely  deal  with  wasps'  nests  and  if  there  is  obvious  risk  he 
may  decline  to  do  so.  A charge  is  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  this  work.
